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1. A package of disposable transparent covers torf protecting 

a keyboard of a computer, each said cover comprising a 
transparent sheet of pliable plastic film of a predetermined size 
to protect the entire upper surface of the keyboard, said sheet 
inhibiting any unintentional contact between ther keyboard while 
not impeding the operator's ability to manipulate the keyboard in 
a speedy and accurate manner.

6. The package of Claim 4 wherein said sheet is formed as an 

envelope y/ith an elongated opening along an elongated top edge 
portion./ 
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7. The package of Claim 4 wherein said sheet is formed as 

an envelope with an elongated opening adjacent one corner and 
extending along one side edge portion and generally tcy a midpoint 
along a top edge portion. 


8. The package of ClaimVL wherein said cover is*' formed from 

two identical flat sheets of plastic film having sin elongated top 
edge portion, an elongated bottom edge portion, yand two short 
side edge portions , said sheets being fastened/together along 
said bottom edge portion of each so as to envelope the entire 
upper and lower surfaces of the keyboard.

12. A disposable transparent cover \VEor protecting a keyboard 
of a computer , comprising a transparent sheet of pliable plastic 
film of a predetermine^ size to protect the entire upper surface 
of the keyboard , saidr sheet inhibiting any unintentional contact 
between the keyboard/ and the fingers of the operator of the 
keyboard while not /impeding the operator's ability to manipulate 
the keyboard in a/speedy and accurate manner. 
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13. The cover of Claim\2 wherein said sheet is rectangular, 
having a long top edge portion, a long bottom edge portion, and 
two short side edge portions, a strip of adhesive along at least 
said top edge portion adapted to be attached along ^aid top edge 
portion of said keyboard. 

14. The cover of Claim\12 further including A pair of spaced 
strips of adhesive along respective said top amd bottom edge 
portions adapted to be attached along elongated upper and lower 
portions of the upper surface of the keyboard.

19. The cover /of Claim \ wherein said cover is formed from two 
identical flat /Sheets of plastic film having an elongated top 
edge portion, /an elongated bottom edge portion, and two short 


side edge portions , said sheets being fastened together along 
said bottom edge portion of each so as Jco envelope the entire 
upper and bottom surfab^s of thk keyfefoard.
